The Cultural Heritage 
Commission meeting on 
Tuesday was the scene for 
another round of debates re¬ 
garding the Historic Preserva¬ 
tion Ordinance, which has 
struck a nerve with some 
people in Sierra Madre and 
other surrounding areas. 

The Commission, for the 
first hour of the meeting, re¬ 
viewed the first four parts of 
the draft of the Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Ordinance. 

Many of those who at¬ 
tended the Homeowner’s 
meeting, which held the study 
session of the draft two 
Thursday nights ago, were 
present for the meeting on 


every parent knew all atx)ut me kius oi omcr paicius. 
There was no place to hide. We had a truant officer but 
he led a dull life. Corporal punishment by the school su¬ 
perintendent was accepted by almost all parents. Boys got 
punished for fist-sighting or for throwing “watersoaker 
snowballs at the girls in wintertime. Girls seemed to be 
more civilized. My father once told me, “Get in trouble 
at school and you are in more trouble at home.” It seemed 
to work. 

Once, corporal punishment was carried to an extreme. 
One drowsy afternoon when I was in the fourth grade, 
there was a terrific uproar across the hall where the fifth 
and sixth grades were located. There were sounds of a 
scuffle boys shouting and girls crying. It was utter bed¬ 
lam. Suddenly all was quiet. We in the fourth grade were 
dying to know what had happened, but not until school 
was out did we know. A boy, large for his age, and a born 
troublemaker, had been given a severe beating by the 
young woman teacher. She had even broken the oak 
pointer in the process. Not until suppertime did I learn 
the rest of the story. 

My father, usually a punctual man, was late, and when 
Mama asked why, we got the complete story of what had 
happened. After the beating, the boy had reported what 
has happened to his father, and the father at once had the 
teacher arrested. That done, oul fowri marshall, Pat Flynn, 
went out on Main Street and nailed the first six men he 
saw, to act as an impromptu jury. My father was one of 
the six. The newly-formed jury went directly to the home 
of the local justice of the peace, a worthy wight with the 
improbable name of Purly Gushed. The teacher, the boy 
and his father were already there. 

The jury heard a statement from both sides and then 
took the btiy into a bedroom, where he was required to 
strip off his clothes. My father probably it on a bit, but 
he described in detail the welts on the boy’s backside and 
the yellow and purple colors of the bruises. My father 
loved talking to keep Mama hanging in thin air, so he sud¬ 
denly stopped talking and started eating his supper. But 
Mama was not to be deterred. “Well, what happened? 
What about the teacher?” With a great show of noncha¬ 
lance my father said, “Oh, we turned her loose, of course. 
There was some talk of giving her a medal, but we didn’t 
think it would look right.” 

Judged by modem standards it all seems cruel, cruel 
and rude, and perhaps it was. But there was a plus side 
to the whole affair. There was no long, drawn-out pre¬ 
liminary hearing, there was no endless search for an un¬ 
biased jury, there was no interminable trial. There were 
no lawyers to obfuscate the facts, belabor the witness and 
bewilder the jurors. From the time the beating took place 
until the verdict was rendered, a scant three hours had 
elapsed. The case was closed and everyone went home 
for supper. 

There is a happy ending to this story. The boy finished 
school, got a job, married and became a solid citizen. I 
never knew of him to be in further trouble. Perhaps he 
just decided growing up was the easiest way. Shakespeare 
had it right, “All’s well that ends well.”

“Enforcement is not the 
total answer,” the chief said.

He realizes that there are 
people violate those rules in 
the city, but he also realizes 
that there are other areas that 
need to be taken care of be¬ 
sides traffic in Sierra Madre.

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Against Proposed 
Historic FYeservation 
Ordinance 

Pasadena Star News, Janu¬ 
ary 26 issue, carried a story 
about proposals to establish a 
historic preservation ordi¬ 
nance here in Sierra Madre. 
One of the proposed provi¬ 
sions would permit the City to 
declare a property to be sub¬ 
ject to the ordinance without 
the consent of the owner and 
even against the objections of 
the owner. I strongly oppose 
any such provision. 

I am an attorney with an 
office in Glendale. I represent 
a Glendale church which 
bought a church building 
fnim another denomination in 
1985. Unbeknownst to either 
church, the building was in¬ 
cluded on aCity listing of his¬ 
toric sites. This listing specifi¬ 
cally recommended most of 
the properties, including the 
one in question, not be sub¬ 
jected to a historic preserva¬ 
tion ordinance. Essentially 
the "historic" designation was 
honorary. Shortly after my 



client bought the church 
building, the City Council, 
without notifying my client or 
anyone else on that list, 
adopted a historic preserva¬ 
tion ordinance which the City 
bureaucracy took to apply to 
every property on that list in¬ 
cluding those specifically 
designated noi to be sub¬ 
jected to a historic preserva¬ 
tion ordinance. 

In the intervening 10 
years, the church had to go 
through cumbersome proce¬ 
dures in order to get permis¬ 
sion to erect a cross, to place 
an altar and to in.stall stained 
glass windows, not to men¬ 
tion more mundane things 
such as painting the building. 
On two occasions, including 
immediately after the 
Northridge earthquake, eai^th- 
quake retrofitting was held up 
for months while arguments 
raged over whether the plans 
for retrofitting were suffi¬ 
ciently “historic” in their im¬ 
pact on appearance.

toric preservation ordinance. 
The upshot was that the City 
is now processing amend¬ 
ments that would no longer 
permit properties to be placed 
under the historic preserva¬ 
tion ordinance without the 
owner’s consent and which 
would exempt churches as a 
class from the ordinance. 

Among the points that 
came out at the hearing is that 
under both California and 
Federal law a property cannot 
be declared “historic” for pur¬ 
poses of those laws without 
the consent of the owner, and 
the Glendale City Council 
agreed that a similar rule must 
apply for city purposes. 

According to the Star 


News article, a proponent ar¬ 
gued that “People who buy 
truly significant places ap¬ 
prove of the ordinance be¬ 
cause it gives prestige, finan¬ 
cial advantages and the abil¬ 
ity to make repairs that don’t 
have to comply with modem 
uniform codes”. If being un¬ 
der the ordinance is that at¬ 
tractive, it should be no prob¬ 
lem to convince the owner of 
the property to consent. If, on 
the other hand, the owner 
does not consent, and the city 
thinks it is important enough, 
both the Federal and the State 
constitutions give the right to 
the city to buy the property 
and to pay fair compensation 
for it. Unfortunately, all too 


often ordinances like these 
are administered in such a 
way as to give some pleasure 
and satisfaction to outsiders 
and impose enormous ex¬ 
pense and burden on the 
owner without a commensu¬ 
rate return to the owner. 

My wife and I, upon read¬ 
ing the article, realized that 
our home is 41 years old, ap- 
proaching the 50 year old 
threshold. While the house is 
nice and we like it, it is part 
of a tract of a large number of 
homes which we assume are 
reasonably similar. While 
most people would not regard 
our home as distinctive from 
the other homes in the tract, I 
am aware of various cases 
where buildings were placed 
involuntarily under historic 
restrictions not because they 
were anything extraordinary, 
but rather because they were 
representative of buildings of 
their age. We would not be 
interested in having some 
bureaucrat or city commis¬ 
sion, no matter how well- 
meaning, declare our home 
“historic” without our con¬ 
sent. This would require us to 
submit any “exterior alter¬ 
ation or addition, change of 
use or removal of any archi- 
tecturally significant fea¬ 
tures” to the essentially arbi¬ 
trary authority of a Commis¬ 
sion which may place no sig¬ 
nificant weight on our desire 
to add or enlarge a room or 
change the color of the home.

In my articles in iheSierra 
Madre News I have often 
written of things nostalgic, of 
my boyhtxxl on the banks of 
the great river, the schools, 
the merchants, the farmers 
and others of that now far¬ 
away time. I write this in vein 
because it brings back memo¬ 
ries of a more, tranquil, 
slower pace of life. And I 
write for another reason... my 
life has almost spanned the 
most explosive, tumultuous 
100 years in history. Ad¬ 
vances, technical and other¬ 
wise, have come about in 
greater numbers and with 
ever increasing speed; there 
had never been anything like 
it before. Transportation and 
communication are the ener¬ 
gizers that have dragged man 
from the jungle or where 
ever he came. I was bom two 
years before the first airplane 
flew and now man is reach¬ 
ing for the stars. There was 
no radio or television when I 
was horn, and now images 
and sound travel around the 
world seven times in one 
second. 

There is no better way to 
emphasize the differences 
between the past and the 
present than to describe what 
life was like in a typical 
small village at the turn of 
the century. Perhaps a pic¬ 
ture of my hometown, when 
the village was celebrating 
its 75th birthday, would be a 
fair example. 

In that distant day 84 years 
ago, my town had two rail¬ 
roads, with six passenger 
trains every day. There were 
also massive freight trains 
that carried Illinois coal to the 
stoves of Iowa and Nebraska. 
Eastbound they carried 
countless hogs and cattle to 
the abattoirs of Peoria and 


Chicago. We had two banks, 
a bakery, a hardware store, a 
fine jewelry store, a really 
fine drug store, two shoe 
stores and two clothing 
stores. There were two res¬ 
taurants and ice cream par¬ 
lors, a motion picture theater, 
three doctors, two dentists 
and three barber shops. We 
had a small wagon factory 
down near the river, a poul¬ 
try-packing plant, a button 
factor that made buttons from 
the mussel shells of the 
nearby Mississippi River, and 
a factory that made long- 
spouted oil cans. The summer 
I was 15,1 worked in that fac- 
tory...60 hours per week...six 
dollars on Saturday night. We 
had two grocery stores and 
two meat market stores. Our 
meat store was unusual...the 
owner raised his own cattle 
and hogs, fed with com from 
his own fields, and the pro¬ 
cessed carcasses were cooled 
hy ice that had been cut from 
the river the previous winter 
by his own crew. Keithsburg 
was a bustling, busy town, 
and at the time of which I am 
speaking, did not have a wa¬ 
ter system, electric lights or 
paved roads. Pumps at the 
back door and kerosene 
lamps on table were deemed 
sufficient. I might add that we 
also had a first-class weekly 
newspaper. We had four 
churches, each with a full¬ 
time pastor living in a parson¬ 
age supplied and maintained 
by the congregation. 

In 1990, I paid a visit to 
my hometown, and it was a 
shock. I knew the business 
district had shrunk, but I was 
not prepared for what I saw. 
None of the original busi¬ 
nesses were in evidence. All 
there was along Main Street 
was a “convenience,” two 
restaurants, three saloons, 
and of course, the inevitable 


antique shops. On a Sunday 
afternoon a friend took me for 
a ride through the autumn 
landscape. Gone were the 
little farms, those bastions of 
what we used to call Ameri¬ 
cana. Most of the farms were 
huge, one or two-crops 
“agribusiness” food factories. 
Gone were the corncribs, 
filled to bursting with yellow 
grain. Gone are the livestock, 
even the chickens. Gone are 
the wooden barrels under the 
apple trees, where once the 
cider mill held sway when 
October was on the land. 
Suddenly, in our view was 
the biggest shopping mall I 
have ever seen, or have ever 
seen. There were acres and 
acres of stores in a sea of 
blacktop paving, hundreds of 
cars were lined up in the park¬ 
ing spaces. People were ev¬ 
erywhere and there was mer¬ 
chandise to fit all needs and 
desires. I knew now what had 
happened to the little villages 
all around the countryside. I 
could see why the stores were 
shuttered and weeds were 
growing in the parking 
spaces. Even the railroads are 
gone, and pigs root through 
the weeds that hide the for¬ 
gotten right-of-way. 

The speed of change ac¬ 
celerates each day. We live in 
the age of robots guided by 
computers, and at the time of 
mergers and “down-sizing” is 
with us. The 20th century is 
near closing, and no one 
knows what changes are 
coming. I am happy to have 
lived almost all of the last 100 
years and to have seen mar¬ 
velous things happen, but 
most of all, I am grateful to 
have been bom in the time 
and place it happened. If I 
could do it all over, I would 
want to be once more a happy 
little boy on the banks of Old 
Man River.

If 
such an ordinance should be 
enacted, however, it must not 
permit a historic designation 
without consent.

Hollywootd 
apegoating Is No 
StDlution to 
Violent Crime 



In his State of the Union 
Address, President Clinton 
challenged the entertain¬ 
ment industry to improve 
the quality of its products. 
The President was clearly 
responding to the growing 
concern among Americans 
that the soaring crime rate 
over the past 30 years is 
correlated with violence in 
television shows, movies 
and music. 

While violence in films 
and television certainly 
contributes to the atmo¬ 
sphere of violence, the en¬ 
tertainment industry should 
not stand alone as a scape¬ 
goat for the social and cul¬ 
tural problems of our soci¬ 
ety. More attention should 
also be focused on the psy¬ 
chological impact of bro¬ 
ken families and the re¬ 
sponsibilities of parents as 
guardians and role models 
to their children. 

Over the past three de¬ 
cades, the divorce rate and 
teen pregnancy rate in the 
United States has more than 
doubled, while the out-of- 
wedlock birth rate has qua¬ 
drupled. Less than 60 per¬ 
cent of all children today 
are living with married bio¬ 
logical parents. It is no sur¬ 
prise that the juvenile arrest 
rate has quadrupled over 
the same period. Seventy 
percent of juvenile delin¬ 
quents in state reform insti¬ 
tutions lived in single par¬ 
ent homes or with someone 
other than their natural par¬ 
ents. 

In addressing the root 
causes of destructive social 
behavior by young people, 
many of our political and 
cultural leaders are unwill¬ 
ing to hold accountable 


criminals or abusive and 
deadbeat parents that ne¬ 
glect their children. Instead, 
criminal youths are por¬ 
trayed as victims of pov¬ 
erty, unemployment and a 
popular culture that pro¬ 
motes illicit drug use, 
sexual promiscuity, welfare 
dependency, and violence 
in music, in movies and on 
television. 

By placing the cause of 
violence in America at the 
doorstep of Hollywood, the 
President does little to en¬ 
courage effective solutions. 
Instead, the President 
should work with Congress 
to pass tough anti-crime 
legislation that includes 
minimum sentences for the 
use of a gun during the com¬ 
mission of a felony, manda¬ 
tory victim restitution, 
truth-in-sentencing, and the 
construction of real prisons; 
welfare reform that discour¬ 
ages dependency and pro¬ 
motes personal responsibil¬ 
ity; and family reinforce¬ 
ment measures that 
strengthen the rights of par¬ 
ents, create a nationwide 
system for tracking dead¬ 
beat parents and withhold¬ 
ing their wages, strengthen 
penalties against child por¬ 
nography and sexual as¬ 
sault, and provide incen¬ 
tives for adoption. 

Fingerpointing at Holly¬ 
wood will not end the cul¬ 
ture of violence that has 
gripped our nation over the 
last two decades. In fact, it 
distracts from real efforts to 
stop violent crime. Those 
efforts must include holding 
criminals accountable and 
facing up to our responsi¬ 
bilities as parents, role mod-" 
els and citizens. 
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Camellia Walk, 
Demos, Show at 
Descanso Gardens 


The public is invited to 
accompany Jim Jackson, 
vice-president of education 
for the Descanso Gardens 
Guild.and Sergio Bracci.a 
camellia expert and member 
of the So. California Camel¬ 
lia Society, on a guided walk 
Saturday, Feb. 24, through 
the 10-acre camellia forest at 
Descanso Gardens, 1418 
Descanso Dr., La Canada 
Flintridge. The walk begins 
at noon and is free with ad¬ 
mission to the gardens. 

Descanso’s camellia col¬ 
lection is one of the largest in 
the world. It was begun in 
1941 when the late E. 
Manchester Boddy, the origi¬ 
nal owner of what is now 
Descanso Gardens, recog¬ 
nized that the live oak forest 
on his property he named 
“Rancho de Descanso” 
(Ranch of Rest) was an ideal 
growing area for camellias, 
the flower, which originated 
in China and was introduced 
to Europe in the late 18th 
Century, had fallen out of fa¬ 
vor by the early 1900s. 
Boddy’s efforts were instru¬ 
mental in the resurgence of 
popularity in America. 

After his first camellia 
plantings thrived,he hired J. 
Howard Asper.a noted ca¬ 
mellia specialist of that era, to 
develop more extensive 
plantings. Asper assembled a 
collection of Camellia 
reticulatas, C. japonicas and 
C. Sasanquas. The plantings 
were increased in the early 


1940s by 50,000, and 
Rancho del Descanso was a 
self-supporting wholesale 
camellia nursery and cut 
flower business until Boddy 
sold the property in 1953 to 
the County of Los Angeles. 
Today, the public garden 
contains more than 50,000 
mature camellia shrubs, 
seedlings and “sports” (spon¬ 
taneous mutations of existing 
varieties) representing nearly 
400 varieties. Many of the 
shrubs soar 20 or more feet 
beneath the live oak canopy. 

The camellias begin 
blooming in late Fall as the 
C. sasanquas unfurl their 
delicate petailed flowers. 
The most numerous are the 
japonicas with early, mid and 
late-season blooming variet¬ 
ies. The reticulata varieties 
produce some of the largest 
flower sizes and there is a 
small collection adjacent to 
Fem Canyon. Most are in full 
bloom through March. 

A camellia show, spon¬ 
sored by the So. California 
Camellia Council, will also 
take place on Feb.24 and 25 
in Van deKamp Hall. Hours 
are 1 to 4:30 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day and 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Sunday. A variety of camel¬ 
lia plants will be for sale dur¬ 
ing the two-day show. 

Garden admission is $5 
adults, $3 seniors and stu¬ 
dents, and $1 for ages 5-12. 
Under five is free.

Is 203 just another num¬ 
ber? Not to the Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School District. Proposi¬ 
tion 203, otherwise known as 
the Statewide School Bond 
Issue, is seen as crucial to the 
modernization process under¬ 
way in Arcadia’s schools. 

C. Earl Davis, assistant 
superintendent of Business 
Services for the district ex¬ 
plains, “The passage of the 
March Statewide Bond 
would allow us to complete 
all of our modernization 
work, including Arcadia 
High School.” 

Back in April, 1993 
Arcadia citizens approved a 
local General Obligation 
Bond of $28 million. All but 
$5 million of this has been 
used to modernize Arcadia’s 
six elementary and three 
middle schools. Arcadia High 
School would benefit most 
from the $13 million the city 
would gain from the state’s 
Matching School Moderniza¬ 
tion Program. 

State Assemblyman Bob 
Margett advocates alternate 
avenues for attaining such 
essential funding. Respond¬ 
ing to issues raised on his re¬ 
cent tour of schools through¬ 
out the 59th District, he has 
authored two bills to tackle 
fiscal issues related to local 
schools. The first attempts to 
minimize state mandates and 
cut out unnecessary paper¬ 
work, the second to give tax 
credits to companies giving 
computers to schools—the 
“Computers for Schools” 
Bill. 

For Margett, who voted 
against putting the School 
Bond issue on the March bal¬ 
lot, “the Bond issue becomes 
a strain on future state bud¬ 
get—a debt not faced today, 
but in the future.” 

Today’s citizens of 
Arcadia certainly value our 
schools very highly, as the 
71 % vote in favor of the 1993 
General Obligation Bond i 
proved. Locally, the School 
Board feels that Arcadia’s 1 
property owners have paid i 
their dues. j 

Adds C. Earl Davis, “This j 
money is owned to Arcadia. 
Because of the failure of a | 
statewide bond effort in 1994, i 
the state has been unable to ( 
pay its share of the costs. If 
the statewide bond issue 
passes in March, because we 
have been so successful in 
our local effort, Arcadia is at 
the top of the list and would 
finally receive the money 
from the state.” 

Arcadians will have their 
chance to vote on the state¬ 
wide Bond on Mar. 26. As¬ 
semblyman Margett urges 
citizens to get ail the facts. 

His field officer, Steve 
Johnson explains, “Mr. 
Margett is not going to tell 
voters how to vote. Our bond 
rating has dropped from triple 
A to single A, costing taxpay¬ 
ers hundreds of thousand of 
dollars more to issue these 
bonds. And there is no guar¬ 
antee that any school district 
in the 59th District would 
benefit from the Bond issue.” 

The Bond Issue is simmer¬ 
ing behind the scenes right 
now. The local education 
community continues to pro¬ 
mote public awareness of the 
issues—and this will cer¬ 
tainly snowball as voting day 
approaches.

Arcadia's citizens vote, one 
thing is clear—our commu¬ 
nity values its schools very 
much, and will aim to do 
what is best for the future of

OiY Declares War On Weeds

During the city council 
meeting on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 6, a city ordinance was 
adopted that constituted 
weeds and other debris a fire 
hazard and public nuisance. 
The ordinance will give city 
officials the power to inspect 
property and give notice to 
the owner for the removal of 
all weeds and debris. 

City officials declared 
that any property owner not 
satisfying the requirements 
of weed and debris removal, 
will be subject to an undis¬ 
closed fee for city workers to 
come and remove such 
weeds and debris from the 
property. 

Weeds, dry grass and 
other debris that pile up in 
and under bushes and trees 
become a fire menace not 
only to the property to which 
it is located on but also to ad¬ 
jacent property as well. 
This ordinance comes after 
public outcry and city 
council investigation and 
consideration of surround¬ 


ing Arcadia private prop¬ 
erty. 

On another matter, repre¬ 
sentative for Neighbors for 
Arcadia, Frank Goddard, ad- 
drcs.sed council members and 
implored them to include the 
proposition against the Santa 
Anita Entertainment complex 
on November’s ballot. 

Neighbors for Arcadia 
representative. Drew 
Krynicki, said, “In terms of 
increased revenue, the city 
would hardly benefit, at the 
most, they would .see an in¬ 
crease of two-four percent.” 
He added, “The city would 
have additional expenditures, 
for example, an increase in 
local police support...also, the 
complex would take prospec¬ 
tive business away from local 
business owners.” 

If city officials determine 
not to include the proposition 
on the November ballot, rep¬ 
resentatives from Neighbors 
for Arcadia have declared 
they will initiate plans to ap¬ 
ply for a special election. City 
officials have determined that 
a special election could cost 


as much as $6(),(K)0, with the 
blunt of tbe incurred election 
cost burdened on the tax¬ 
payer. Krynicki said, “We 
want what’s best for Arcadia, 
what the people want... the 
last thing we want is to incur 
the cost of a special election, 
which is why we desire the 
proposition on the November 
ballot.” 

On a lighter note, long 
time resident, Mary Dollar, 
spoke to city officials and 
gave them some encouraging 
words on the current D-2000 
project. Dollar described a 
walk she took through the 
construction area and her 
conversation with a gentle¬ 
man on the street. Dollar said, 
“1 walked downtown and re¬ 
ally noticed how things were 
taking shape...it looks won¬ 
derful.” She added, “I said 
hello to a gentleman on the 
street and he al.so commented 
on how beautifully the 
project was coming 
along...my point is, that it 
doesn’t cost a thing to be 
neighborly, to smile and say 
hello.”

Against SAEC

In a direct rebuttal against 
comments made by Santa 
Anita Realty CEO Sherwood 
Chillingworth in “Santa 
Anita Seeks to Educate Com¬ 
munity” (the News, Jan. 25), 
Dr. Robert Ellison continues 
his crusade against the pro¬ 
posed Santa Anita Entertain¬ 
ment Center. 

As president for the oppo¬ 
sition group. Neighbors for 
Arcadia, Ellison states, “It’s 
important for people to un¬ 
derstand that we’re not op¬ 
posed to the track. We’re just 
in opposition to the Entertain¬ 
ment Center.” 

Dr. Ellison continued by 
saying that he felt that 
“Chillingworth is incorrect 
that people are not getting 
information” on the proposed 
complex, which would be 
built on an underutilized por¬ 
tion of the Santa Anita Race 
Track parking lot. 

For the past three weeks, 
“over 50 volunteers” from the 
Neighbors group are gather¬ 
ing signatures to put this issue 
on a ballot. They are doing 
this in front of local stores and 


going door-to-door. They feel 
strongly that this issue be put 
to a vote by the community 
and need 3,982 valid signa¬ 
tures to do so, according to 
Ellison. 

“The City Council can 
take 133 days to put it on the 
ballot after receiving the (re¬ 
quired number of) signa¬ 
tures,” he said. Although the 
NFA will continue to procure 
signatures until they have 
enough, Ellison says that they 
are “a third of the way there.” 

Ellison added that he has 
talked to many people in front 
of Pavilions, Ralph’s, Sav- 
On and other locations where 
NFA is approaching the pub¬ 
lic for signatures. In doing so, 
he says that many people are 
in favor of having the issue on 
the ballot, whether they’re for 
or against the entertainment 
center. 

“We have no trouble get¬ 
ting signatures,” Ellison says, 
claiming that most people are 
aware of what the complex 
entails. “I have seen approxi¬ 
mately 2,000 people, and I 
have to disagree with 
Chillingworth’s poll.” (He is 
referring to a recent poll un¬ 


dertaken by Santa Anita 
Realty, in which an ap¬ 
proval ratio for the com¬ 
plex was determined to be 
58%). 

However, Ellison and 
Chillingworth seem to 
agree on one point; that 
people should not state an 
opinion until they know 
what the project involves. 
“We don’t want people to 
vote until they understand 
what it’s all about,” says 
Ellison, underscoring the 
idea that he and NFA feel 
that the entertainment cen¬ 
ter is not in the best interest 
of the community. 

Furthermore, according to 
Ellison, the racetrack prop¬ 
erty is zoned only for 
horseracing. “To build any¬ 
thing, they would have to get 
the zoning changed,” he says. 
(When asked how Santa 
Anita holds musical festivals 
and other activities in spite of 
this zoning, Ellison didn’t 
know). 

In terms of the upcoming 
Environmental Impact Re¬ 
port, Ellison feels that people 
should learn all they can 
about the project, but still 


feels confident that the major¬ 
ity will vote it down if given 
the chance. “I don’t think our 
city should be sold for $2 mil¬ 
lion—it’s worth a whole lot 
more than that,” he stated. 
(This figure refers to the esti¬ 
mated tax revenue that the en- 
tertainment center would 
bring to the City). 

“We truly believe the race¬ 
track should do something to 
make money...but we don’t 
think the entertainment center 
meets that criteria,” he says, 
speaking for NFA. 

Ellison says that he feels 
that the racetrack is an el¬ 
egant place, possibly better 
suited to a “Hall of Fame of 
Racing,” subsidized by other 
tracks around the country, or 
one-story corporate office 
buildings. He says that he 
would like to sit down with 
the City fathers to discuss 
these and other ideas, “Any¬ 
thing that would not bring 
hordes of cars into our com¬ 
munity.” 

If the entertainment com¬ 
plex were built, according to 
Ellison, “The term ‘Commu¬ 
nity of Homes’ will no longer 
apply.”

Serena's Song 
Continues Quest 
for Record in 
La Canada Stakes

Serena's Song is expected 
to continue her assault on 
Dance Smartly’s earnings 
record for fillies and mares 
when scheduled to do battle 
with a solid field of 4-year- 
old fillies in Sunday’s 
$200.(X)0 La Canada Stakes 
(Gr. II), the highlight of this 
weekend’s stakes schedule 
at Santa Anita. 

With a thrilling half- 
length victory over Exotic 
Wotxl in the seven-furlong 
Santa Monica Handicap 
(Gr. 1) on Jan. 20. Serena’s 
Song notched her 14th win 
from 24 starts for owners 
Robert and Beverly Lewis 
of Newport Beach. Calif. 
I'he triumph against older 
fillies and mares boosted 
her career earnings to 
$2,219,055. 

The 4-year-old daughter 
of Rahy remains a million 
dollars shy of Dance 
Smartly’s earnings record 
of $3,263,836, yet trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas is confident 
Serena’s Song will reach 
the prestigious mark. 

“She’s right on target,” 
said Lukas. “If she keeps 
this up, she’ll stand all alone 
with that earnings title be¬ 
cause she’s as gcxxl as I’ve 
had. I say that in that I’ve 
been blessed with a lot of 
good horses and a lot of 
g(xxl fillies. I don’t know if 
I could have taken any of 
the others and asked them to 
do what I’ve asked 
(Serena’s Song) to do. More 
importantly, I don’t think 
they would have responded 
the way she has.” 

The Santa Monica was 
the Kentucky-bred’s first 
start of 1996. Her stellar 
1995 campaign included 
nine graded stakes wins, six 
of which were against 
Grade I competition and 
two were triumphs over 
males in the Jim Beam 
Stakes and Haskell Invita¬ 
tional. In doing so, Serena’s 
Song was honored with an 
Eclipse Award as outstand¬ 
ing 3-year-old filly of 1995. 

The 1 1/8-mile distance 
of the La Canada, the final 


race in which 4-year-old fil¬ 
lies can run against their own 
age group, should prove to be 
a nice progression for 
Serena’s Song. 

“I’ve had very, very good 
luck with her coming back in 
two to three weeks,” said 
Lukas.

After years of persistence, 
landmark election reform leg¬ 
islation authored by Senator 
Richard Mountjoy and sup¬ 
ported by Secretary of State 
Bill Jones passed the Legisla¬ 
ture and has been signed into 
law by Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son. 

Senator Mountjoy first in¬ 
troduced legislation to re¬ 
move obsolete names from 
voter registration rolls in 
1987. California election rolls 
contain the names of tens of 
thousands of people who 
have either moved away from 
their polling place or who 
have died. Senator 

Mountjoy’s SB 1313 will al¬ 
low election officials to re¬ 
move these names from the 
active voter rolls. 

“It is ridiculous to print 
and mail election materials to 
individuals who have left 
California, who have moved 
elsewhere in the state, or who 
have died,” Senator 
Mountjoy said. 

Senate Bill 1313 estab¬ 
lishes a voter confirmation 
procedure to assure the elec¬ 
tion rolls in each county only 
contain the names of voters 
who still reside in each pre¬ 
cinct in the county. 

The tens of thousands of 
names of non-voters currently 
listed on the election rolls in¬ 
creases the risk of election 
fraud as there are those who 
would use such names to stuff 
the ballot box. 

“We don’t want Chicago- 
style ‘Vote early, vote often’ 
elections in California,” 
Senator Mountjoy said. 

Under the provisions of 
SB 1313, voters who have not 


voted for four years or have 
not updated their registration 
during that period will be sent 
a forwardable residency con¬ 
firmation postcard by election 
officials. If a voter responds, 
his or her name will remain 
on the active voter rolls; how¬ 
ever, if the postcard is not re¬ 
turned and the voter does not 
vote in the next two federal 
elections, that voter’s name 
will be removed from the ac¬ 
tive voter list and placed on an 
inactive voter list. 

Inactive voters will not 
continue to receive election 
materials in the mail. They 
will not be counted in voter 
registration data used to deter- 
mine the number of signa¬ 
tures needed for an initiative 
to qualify for the ballot. 

Senator Mountjoy’s bill 
sets up a procedure so that in¬ 
dividuals who move within a 
county will be automatically 
re-registered to vote at their 
new address. Those who 
move outside a county will be 
informed that it is necessary 
to re-register. They will be 
given a toll-free phone num¬ 
ber to call to obtain a voter 
registration card. 

“Those who continue to 
vote at the same address will 
not be affected by this law,” 
Senator Mountjoy said. 

Ip today’s society, people 
move often. Senator 
Mountjoy’s bill makes it very 
easy to main on the voter rolls 
when an individual moves. 
SB 1313 also makes it easy 
for election officials to re¬ 
move obsolete names from 
the election rolls, saves tax 
dollars and reduces the poten¬ 
tial for election fraud.

parking angles in the city, 
Surgent said, is not being 
driven from a traffic safety 
standpoint, but he also said 
that it would probably reduce 
the number of accidents. 

“It’s an issue of ambi¬ 
ance.” Surgent said. “If the 
(parking) angle was changed 
and the street widened a little 
bit, would it decrease the num¬ 
ber of accidents? Probably.”

Her parents had a 
small vineyard in southern 
Oregon, growing Cabernet 
grapes. She has worked pro¬ 
fessionally in the industry 
selling wine and managing an 
upscale restaurant in 
Melbourne, Australia. She 
has also worked in the vine¬ 
yard and winery, from pick¬ 
ing to pressing, crushing, bot¬ 
tling, pruning, and tasting 
r(K)m. Aside from this, Proust 
teaches cooking classes at 
Williams-Sonoma and pri¬ 
vately as well. 


Students will learn how to 
taste wine, what to look for, 
appreciation of grape variet¬ 
ies and their characteristics, 
and how to identify faults in 
wine.

What in the world is a bushel? We have all sung it in the 
kids’ song, “This Little Gospel Light of Mine.” Is that a bushel 
basket they used to sell apples in?

meeting. “In my opinion, to 
actually implement (the in¬ 
voluntary ordinance) would 
be a hard sell.

tus, such as Long Beach and 
Glendale, and that if this sta¬ 
tus was granted to Sierra 
Madre, this would not give 
the commission any more 
control.
